Paymaster, Caught Here,

The search for the mysterious white | 
man who has been sought by the po-| 
lice of every large city in the country | 
as the leader of the tong gunmen ended | 
in Chicago last night with the arrest 
of John V. Clark of Pittsburgh.

Murder Price List.

Clark confessed he was both pay- 
master and chauffeur for the Hip Sing 
gunmen. The money to pay the mur-

Picks Out Others. 

While Clark was secreted behind 2 
peephole the prisoners were parade 
before him under the brilliant lights 
of the identification room. He picked 
out six of them as his assistants. 
They are Wing Yee, Doug Kwong, 
Charlies Jock, Moy Hing, Gilbert Lee, 
and Joseph Ching. Four of these men, 
including Moy Hing, who is wanted fn 
Pittsburgh for murder, will be gent 
back there for trial, Capt. Stege said. 
He believed Clark's confession wodld 
be sufficient to obtain a conviction 
there. 

The other two, together with Clark, 
will be tried here. Clark, arrived in 
Chicago only a few days ago and has 
been living with his wife at the Metro 
pole hotel. Clark and the six men 
he implicated were booked on charges 
of conspiracy.

Health officers and sanitary engi- 
reers declare filtration is the last 
word in water purifying. Chlorination, 
while it sterilizes, does not clarify the 
water, which after storms is more or. 
iess turbid In some districts, and at 
times gives a rather objectionable odor 
and tast to the water. 

But, so long ds Chicago is pumping 
-75 gallons of water every day for 
every man, woman and child in the 
city, and is losing 150 gallons of this 
through plumbing leaks and open taps! 
ay sheer wastc, filtration plants are | 
out of the question. Their cost would | 
be both physically and financially im- 
practicable due to the abnormal pump- 
age. So the engineering talent says. 


Meters Would Solve Problem. 


Meters, they declare, ‘would ®solvo 
the problem. They would cut down 
the per capita consumption to the 
mark of other cities with abundan: 
water supplies by caulking up the 
leakage. It wceuld mean money in the 
pocket of the householder and tax- 
payer and would make filtration pos- 
sible whenever and wherever needed, 
and it would mean a better supply of 
better water at an improved pressure. | 

At present the ten pumping sta-: 
tions with their fifty-two great engines | 
are drawing 800,000,000 gallons of, 
water daily from the six intake 
cribs and pumping it through sixty- | 
five miles of water tunnels and 3,000 | 
miles of water mains and into private | 
pipes with so many leaks that half. 
the water is wasted. 
-It is like pumping Lake Michigan ' 
into a sieve on the shore. | 

And the more pumps and tunnels | 
that are bullt, the greater is the waste, { 
until Chicago today is pumping water | 
enough to give an abundant supply 
for a city of almost double the pres- 
ent population if service were on 42' 
measured basis. 


Other Cities Are Examples. , 


Experts like City Engineer John | 
Ericson, who for a quarter of a cen- 
tury has been studying the problem 
and urging metered service, point to | 
other large lake cities—Milwaukee, 
Detroit, and Q@eveland—as demon- 
strating how meters reduce waste and 
cost and enable improvement in qual- 
ity and pressure of the water supply. 

Detroit and Cleveland, after meter- 
ing their water have been able to 
furnish their people with pure filtered 
water at adequate pressures and at 
Jess cost than is paid by metered con- 
sumers for water in Chicago. These 
cities have superior service at lower 
cost to measured consumers than has 
Chicago, although their supply comes

Buffalo Reduces Rates. 


Again, consider Buffalo. In 1916 this , 
was the only large city in which the | 
per capita consumption exceeded that | 
of Chicago. In that year, Buffalo 
pumped about 341 gallons against Chi- 
cago’s 245 per capita daily pumpage, 
In 1917, Buffalo started metering. 

The result was that in the year 1922, 
the consumption was reduced to 215, 
galions per capita per day. It is’ still} 
being .reduced, and Buffalo expects | 
soon to have cut it enough for the in-| 
stallation of a filtration plant. In addi- | 
tion to decreasing wastage and per | 


capita pumpage, Buffalo has demon-' 
strated a fact long known to the engi- | 
neers that by metering higher and, 
more uniform pressures can be main- | 
tained throughout the city during the 
entire day. This directly tends to,re- 
duce the fire hazards.

THE LIVING LINCOLN. 
{From The New Republic.] 


‘ Lincoln was the first statesman in history who 
contrived to deal-as a leader with the confusion. the 
conflicts, the recriminations, and the treacheries of 
a bloody and prolonged civil war in a distinterested 
and magnanimous spirit which added steadily to his 


own eminence as a man. He was a Cromwell who 


by his own efforts managed somehow to become also 
a Falkland. No man is born great as Lincoln was 
great. He was not a political genius in the sense 
that Alexander Hamilton and the second Pitt were 
political geniuses. The greatness which his career 


exhibited he gradually created by laborious self-dis- ‘ 


He lived among a people who were inconsid- 
erate, headstrong, self-assertive, ambitious, impa- 
tient, quarrelsome, self-involved, easy-going, 
undisciplined. He lived in their midst and was super- 
ficially indistinguishable from them. He loved, 
trusted, and understood them. But in essentials he 
was not one of them. He was always in certain 
respects a lonely man, and his loneliness was the 
inevitable result of the differences between himself 
and his fellows which he recognized but at the same 
time overcame. It was his own disposition as con- 
trasted with theirs to behave patiently, considerately, 
warily, disinterestedly, and with his eye fastened 
on both the end and the means. Their comparative 
externality, worldliness, and automatism threw him 
back on the resources of his own mind. In the cir- 
cumstances he could not make a life for himself 
without conscious self-discipline.

Judge Explains Changes. 


JUDGE WELLS—Yes, that’s right. 
1 fixed Berardi’'s bonds at $30,000, 
though the state’s attorney’s office 
would have been satisfied with $10,000. 

DAV1IS—That bond later was for- 
feited. 

JUDGE WELLS—He didf't default 
that bond. He was being tried in an- 
other court and was convicted.
